Curtis paid hig h tribute to the 
eenate.

NOTED BISHOP IS SPE A K E R 
A T DEDICA TION CEREMONIES 
FOR NE W M. E. CHURCH UHIT 


Bishop William Bu rt, who was born in England, deliv ered 
the ev ening sermon y esterday at the dedicatory serv .ee of 
the First Methodist chu rch. 
Ike Bishop was knighted by 
Victor Emanu el for 2 0 y ears of serv ice in rekgiou s and p hil­ 
anthrop ic activ ities at Rome. 
His address in p art ollows. 


The present is an age of m a­ 
terial civ ilization the m ost wonder­ 
ful In the history of the world, and 
the tem ptations which it offers 
to 
spend life in 
self-indulgence 
and 
the pursuit of pleasure are m ani­ 
fold. 
“ Pleasures of sense and of a sense 
gov erned are brought 
within 
the 
reach of all classes to an ex tent 
unknown in any prev ious age. The 
m arv elous discov eries in electricity 
and the surprising application 
to 
human needs, the sw iftness 
with 
which thought 
flies 
around 
the 
world, the new methods of locom o­ 
tion, the m ultiplication 
of 
labor 
sav ing machines, and the cheapen­ 
ing of art products 
and 
of 
so- 
called lux uries, all conspire to tempt 
the senses and to call off attention 
from “ the things unseen and eter­ 
nal.” 
_ 
“ By common consent thought has 
been centered m ainly upon phy sical 
comfort, m aterial adv antages, in­ 
dustrial progress and social 
w ell­ 
being. 
“ We hav e ev ery reason to ex pect 
that the m ultiplication 
of 
these 
m aterial resources and 
of 
these 
pleasures w ill 
adv ance 
w ith 
in­ 
creasing ratio, for 
one 
inv ention 
leads to another and the latest m ir­ 
acle of science and of hum an in ­ 
genuity is soon surpassed by som e­ 
thing still more 
wonderful. 
The 
tw entieth century w ill change the 
face of the world and the condi­ 
tions of hum an life ev en more sur­ 
prisingly than the nineteenth 
did, 
and th at is eay lng 
a 
good 
d eal 
W as it In v iew of such an age as 
this that the m aster asked: *When 
the son of m an cometh shall he find 
faith on earth? * 
“ The grace of God hath appeared 
bringing salv ation. Ov er the pre­ 
cepts of an austere Christian mor­ 
tality giv en in the first chapter, the 
apostle Paul throw s a sudden il­ 
lum ination drawn from the m otiv es 
which the adv ent of the Gospel in­ 
spires in Christian souls. The grace 
of God has becom e m anifest, bring­ 
ing salv ation to all, y oung and old, 
men and women, rich 
and 
poor, 
m aster and serv ants, student and 
professors, teaching all how to liv e. 
“ Please note that nothing is said 
here about dogmas, creeds, or cere­ 
m onies of the church. It w as not to 
teach these that the grace of God 
appeared, but to teach folk how to 
liv e in the present world. 
“ First, 'by deny ing 
ungodliness 
and worldly lust» .” They that are 
Christ’s hav e just put off, concern­ 
ing the former conv ersation, the 
old man which 
is 
corrupt, 
and 
hav e crucified the flesh w ith 
af­ 
fections and lusts. The old sinful 
life has come to an end, and hence­ 
forth we are to liv e in ‘this present 
world 
soberly , 
righteously 
and 
godly .* 
“ Soberly has reference 
to 
the 
duties w e owe ourselv es; 
righ t­ 
eously or justly refers to our rela­ 
tions w ith others; and go4}ly has 
to do w ith our obligations 
toward 
God. W hat does J esus teach con­ 
cerning these three words 
which 
sum up our duties 
as 
Christians 
toward ourselv es, 
our 
fellowm en 
and to God in this present world? 
“ 1. 
Soberly , temperance or self 
control. Liv e soberly with respect to 
ourselv es in the gov ernm ent of our 


^ passion, and appetites. Som e w ish­ 
ing to do this hav e thought that 
they m ust retire from activ e life 
and hide them selv es in m onestarles, 
conv ent or a desert because there 
are troubles in life. There are dan­ 
gers in trav el, m ust w e therefore 
nev er v enture from hom e? 
There 
are perils in learning, 
m ust 
we 
therefore remain in ignorance. 
“ This certainly Is not in harmony 
w ith the Christ thought. In the gos­ 
pel there is no premium in ascetic­ 
ism, no scorn for the beautiful, no 
approv al of that morbid blindness 
to earth’s innocent pleasures which 
has som etim es been m istaken 
for 
piety . Asceticism Is not a solution, 
but an inv asion of the body . It does 
not fight the battle but flees from 
the field. J esus did not pray 
that 
those disciples might be taken out 
of the world but that they 
m ight 
be kept from the ev il that Is in the 
world. Then no one escapes by hid­ 
ing, because the trouble and 
the 
storms are in him and he 
carries 
them wherev er he goes. The prob­ 
lem must be solv ed not by a change 
of place but by a change of heart. 
“ J esus did not ev en su ggest that 
there was a deliv erance for the 
body by retreat from the world. On 
the contrary H e came out of peace 
into trouble, out of the com pany of 
saints into a world of sin, into a 
life of suffering. J esus can come In­ 
to life as It w as and into the whole 
of life. H e m et human liv e . 
J ust 
where they were, am ong their nat­ 
ural incidents of pleasure and pain, 
temptation and J oy . H e cam e down 


am ong publicans and sinners 
and 
H# cam e eating and drinking. 
"To liv e soberly 
is 
something 
mors than mere abstinence from in - 
tox icants. It m eans 
bringing 
ths 
whole body into subjection to high­ 
er powers and for nobler uses. No 
one liv es soberly in the new T esta­ 
ment sense who sim ply turns the 
key in some one door of his bad 
self. 
W ithin the serpents of lust and 
passion turn, w riggle and r ag e with 
mad v iolence and som etim es lift np 
their 
heads 
after 
hav ing 
been 
wounded m any times. Shall w e sim ­ 
ply keep them 
suppressed 
within 
us? 
“ W hat does Christ say ? I f thy 
right hand offend thee, cut it off, 
it thy right ey e lead thee astray , 
pluck it ou t’ If w e hav e an appe* 
tite .passion, temper, or som ething 
w orse w e m ust m aster it or it will 
m aster us. W e 
should 
take 
no 
moral risks. A t any or ev ery cost 
we m ust cut off or pluck out that 
by which w e are liable to fall. W e 
m ust put under foot 
that 
which 
would destroy us. 
“ This control ov er ourselv es m ust 
not be purely negativ e. Ex perience 
show s how beautiful and benefi­ 
cent when controlled and constrain­ 
ed to their own time, place 
and 
function are those 
lm nts 
which 
w hn uncontrolld tend m ost inev it­ 
ably to corruption and destruction. 
“ Fire m ay 
be 
dev ouring 
the 
demon, or a force which carried us 
and our burdens at the rate of six ty 
m iles an hour. 
“ W ater m ay uproot tree« , sweep 
aw ay houses and destroy crops or 
it m ay driv e the wheels 
of 
com ­ 
merce and make fruitful the thirsty 
land. 
“ E lectricity m ay be death deal­ 
ing lightning, or mercury to carry 
m essag e/ around the globe. 
“ So the 
v ery 
qualities, 
which 
w hen unregulated, w aste and bru­ 
talize the life, m ay when subject to 
the control of higher self, through 
the spirit of God become 
elem ents 
of power. Ev en our 
bodies 
m ust 
become instrum ents of 
righteous­ 
ness. A cry of fire is hear and the 
firem en rush to ex tinguish it. That

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Bishop Charles Wesley Burns of­ 
ficiated at the dedication ritual of 
the new Educational-Social unit of 
the First Methodist church here 
yesterday. He is one of the young­ 
er and most popular bishops of the 
serv ica, 
Born of Scotch parentage and 
now in his second quarter of the 
San Francisco area his work in­ 
cludes all foreign languages on the 
Pacific coast and all Oriental work 
from the Mississippi riv er to the 
Philippine islands. 
The serv ice yesterday was the 
153d dedicatory ritual at which he 
has presided during fiv e years. 
He said in part: 
"It is the task of the church to 
socialize the spiritual life of the 
church and to spiritualize the so­ 
cial life. 
“ Our significant American boast 
is quantitativ e not qualitativ e. We 
are 
becoming 
illiterate 
in 
the 
spiritual v alue of anything. 
We 
think in terms of cost and place 
price tags on ev erything. 
Here Is 
materialism, v ulgar, degrading, cor­ 
roding.” 
The word pictures and Biblical 
scenes brought to mind by the elo­ 
quent descriptions of the bishop 
will long be remembered by mem­ 
bers of the congregation yester­ 
day. 
He told the story of Percy Ains­ 
worth 
to 
illustrate 
materialistic 
philosophy 
and 
gav e 
dramatic 
glimpses of the story of J udas, who 
begrudged a gift to J esus. 
The 
scenes of the betrayal and the 
hanging on a gaunt 
tree 
by 
a 
girdle, the sinister effacement of 
the soul of a man with a price 
tag, were of tragic power. 
Using as his subject or text, "It 
Might Hav e Been sold,” the bishop 
continued: 
"We look upon the windy side­ 
walk where the whole procession 
of humanity is mov ing and see the 
subtle philosophy 
underlying the 
v ulgarism, 
‘it 
might 
hav e 
been 
sold.’ 
The master achiev ement of 
today is to keep one’s Christian 
stewardship poised and intact with 
the kingdom. 
“ We are liv ing in an age when 
there is danger of the plausibility 
of the text, but we are not for 
sale.”

giv en a t the Four Square Gospel 
Lighthouse of this city, by the 
Rev . Mrs. Vera O. Brown. 
Her 
sermon subject was "God’s What 
Is It,” and she said in part: 
"God'g what is it, is the manna 
that came down in the wild ern ess 
for the children of Israel.

Explaining his subject, the Rev . 
Mr. McPeak said in part: 
“ There are two ways this text 
might be read. It may be read in a 
discouraged, hopeless, 
pessimistic 
tone of v oice; indicating that there 
Is nothing ahead but certain defeat 
and disaster. They may be read in 
a positiv e, challenging, 
v ictorious 
tone of v oice, as if to say, ‘to be 
sure there is much land to be pos­ 
sessed, but we can possess ft.’ That 
was ev idently the v oice that spake 
these words. 
A v oice with a chal­ 
lenge in it. A v oice that had the 
ring of v ictory in it, that called the 
men of Isreal to the colors. 
"Put these Words into the mouths 
of certain persons in America to­ 
day, ‘there 
remaineth 
yet 
v ery 
much land to be possessed in Ameri­ 
ca for truth and righteousness’ and 
they will speak them with a long 
face and a discouraged tone of v oice 
indicating 
that 
they 
believ e the 
task is hopeless. They will point to 
th e corruption in great American 
cities— Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Los 
An g eles; the disregard for law and 
o rd er; the contempt for the 18 th 
amen d men t, bootlegging and high­ 
jack in g ; the alleged carelessness of 
th e mo d ern youth; the increase of 
d iv o rce; the 
departure 
of 
the 
Ch u rch from the ancient orthodox- 
itics. These and many other things 
are p o in ted out as indications that 
wo are on the high road to de­ 
stru ctio n . 
"No sensible person 
will 
deny 
that there are 
many ev il men; 
forces that are deadly; influences 
that are bad. There are things ev en 
in the noblest enterprises which we 
deplore and if there was no mes­ 
sage from the eternal God for this 
day an dhour, all of us might well 
join 
the 
International 
Order 
of 
Crepe Hangers. But God Is in the 
heav ens. If it be true that all is 
not right with the world, the battle 
has not been lost. It is about time 
for those who hav e fallen a v ictim 
to the plague of pessimism to let 
their membership in the Interna­ 
tional Order of Crepe Hangers lapse 
and get back into line with the 
saints who 
hav e come 
marching 
down across the centuries with ban­ 
ners flying; with heads up; with a 
song; with a shout of v ictory—and 
in worse times than these—for they 
belonged to the v ictorious army of 
Go d .”

The Rev . Harry 
Ev an 
Owings, 
pastor of the First Baptist church, 
discussed the "Happiness of J esus” 
in his sermon last night. He ap­ 
proached the subject in the follow­ 
ing manner : 
"J esus must hav e been a man of 
boundless happiness. While looking 
death in the face he spoke words 
like 
this to 
his 
choice 
friends, 
‘These things speak I unto you that 
my J oy may be in you and that your 
J oy may be full.' We may well ask 
of him the sources of this remark­ 
able spirit of happiness. 
"Under four conditions we find 
this J oy of J esus in ev idence. First, 
when he was uttering the words 
J ust quoted, he found his happiness 
in the consciousness of doing con­ 
sistently what his Father wanted 
him to do and knowing tha t he was 
dwelling 
in 
that 
Father’s 
lov e. 
Nothing makes one so 
happy as 
being like God in one’s character 
and spirit. Happiness comes to J e­ 
sus, to J ohn or Peter, or to J ohn 
J ones 
of our 
own day 
when he 
knows that in spirit he Is .in har­ 
mony with the character and wish 
of God. 
"Second, J esus found that happi­ 
ness was a matter of the inner spir­ 
it entirely independent of th© outer 
conditions. "Happy are those that 
are poor in spirit, those that are 
pure in heart, those 
that 
hunger 
and thirst for righteousness, those 
that are makers of peace, etc.’ Ev en 
though he had no place to lay his 
head and call his home, ev en though 
he could not be called prosperous, 
he knew the secret of happiness In 
the 
cultiv ation 
of 
the 
spiritual 
things, the life within. Many illus­ 
trations of the truth of his position 
come to us in modern life. 
"Third, J esus found happiness in 
forgetting himself through his con­ 
stant ministering 
to 
others. 
He 
seems to tell us that happiness is 
a by-product. We find it not by a 
direct search for it but by forgetting 
all about our own happiness in our 
concern for the happiness of other 
people. In healing the sick, helping 
the distressed and unfortunate, and 
restoring the wandering he drew 
deeply 
upon the 
well-springs of 
happiness^ 
"Fourth, J esus found 
happiness 
by going the way of duty ev en when 
it meant paying the terrible price 
that was inv olv ed in enduring the 
cross. Yet for the ‘joy that was set 
before him’ he endured the cross 
and despised its shame. 
Not by 
av oiding or ev ading duty by em­ 
bracing It no matter bow hard or 
how much it costs do we find the 
full happiness of life. Here is J esus’ 
secret of happiness and he passes 
It on to all generations of men to 
try out to see whether abundant 
life and happiness do not lie this 
way.”

aa commonly written at present, not altogether due 
to the zeal for the Ghazi’s 
latest 
reform, 
has 
caused di.smay to many a teacher, who

quently reported to be at a loss to decipher the 
efforts of his most promising pupils.

ful, however, whether, had the Turks adopted the 
so-called “ prlnt-script,” their conscientiousness in

Deplorable and even w asteful as Illegibility may 
become if practiced to exce.ss, it w’ould be unchar­ 
itable to;condemn It outright; for there Is a charm 
in a hieroglyphic which few can resist.

wit their fellows, none has excited keener curiosity 
than a secret script or code. 
From D ickens to 
O. Henry, and even earlier, as Friday’s footprint 
testifies, the puzzling Incision, th e cryptic telegram, 
and the obscurities of detective lore have played 
their part in enhancing the reader’s suspense and 
in exciting his desire for solving the apparently un- 
soivable. 
Yet, although such subtleties are obvi­ 
ously only in the power of superior intelligences, it 
has alw ays been possible for anyone to Indulge in 
a similar kind of sport by introducing a strain of 
originality in his handwriting.

new man assum es the J ob of ruling It Is hard to see. 
Cannon are not fired and church bells are not rung when 
there is a new head to an automobile company or a new man Is 
inducted Into the office of president of a steel corporation. 
In this country the typical Inauguration is typified by the 
act of Thomas J efferson, who Is said to have hitched his horse 
to a post and gone In to take his place at the W hite House desk. 
There Is no disposition to m inim ize the office of Chief Exec­ 
utive of a great country. 
The occasion of his assum ing office is 
of nation-w ide significance. 
He has been chosen by the majority 
of ballots of a free people and everybody is Interested. 
But there is no sort of divinity controlling the matter. 
He 
does not consider himself, probably, as chosen by the decrees of 
heaven, but rather as selected by the suffrages 
of 
his 
fellow 
ctlzens. 
He Is there to perform certain duties clearly stipulated In the 
Constitution. 
He Is not so much the ruler of a people as their 
servant. 
The more he realizes this and the more circum soectly he walks 
before the Lord and the people, the better it Is for him. 
Any 
autocratic 
or 
bombastic 
notions 
that 
he 
m ay 
have 
acquired will get in his way. 
H e needs m ost of all to retain his 
humility, his sense of responsibility and his common sense. 
The people are inclined, on th e whole, to construe his actions 
favorably, and while he cannot eecape carping criticism It does 
not have much influence upon general public opinion. 
He may rest assured that he takes his seat of office w ith the 
good will of the majority of the citizens. They are sincerely hoping 
that he will discharge his duties faithfully and conscientiously, 
and the more he consults his own notions of right and wrong 
and acts forthrightly and honestly the better he w ill please his 
constituents. 
It Is better to have the good w ill and the free choice of his 
subjects than to depend upon the glories of tradition or the amount 
of bombast and fireworks that accom pany his inauguration.
